Mode For Assessing Taxsa. 
The proposition to tax corporations 
on th** basis of the market value of 
their total stock might be feasible if 
such values colud be maintained at 
anything like a normal or mean figure. 
But such values can never lie thus 
maintained, for the reason that shares 
of sotck are always vitally affected by 
speculative action, and 
by 
causes 
which tend to Increase or diminish the 
dividends upon the same. 
It Is true 
that the supreme court of the United 
States has held, in the case of Adams 
Express Company v. Ohio, 165 U. S. 
Reports, 194, that the market value 
of shares of stock in a corporation is 
the real value, although (he decision 
was rendered by only one majority. 
But in this ease th eojUrt made ir* 
decision on tike basis of the stock of 
thro cleading express companies—the 
Adams, American and United States, 
which, on account of the strong char­ 
acter of the companies, is quite fixed 
and stable. 
Yet it Is obvious that it 
the great majority of cases an assess­ 
ment of taxes on the basis of the 
market, value of stocks of a corpora­ 
tion might be grossly unjust and in­ 
equitable The operations of 
Wall 
street speculators might cause the 
stock of a company to sell for IOO for 
a short time — a purely speculative 
and abnormal value—and the corpora­ 
tion be assessed on this abnormal 
basis, without reference to the true 
value of the tangible and intangible 
property of the company 
After the 
tax lev ythe market value of the stock 
might fall to 40 or even JO. and the 
operation of the tax law would then 
be very inequitable and vexatious 
Shares of stock in a corporation are 
•o variable and uncertain that no nor­ 
mal of mean value can be assigned to 
them, In most cases, for the purposes 
of taxation 
The trite value of such 
shares is very difficult to ascertain, 
owing to speculative influences vitally 
affecting the same 
Prior to its pur­ 
chase by the Vanderbilts, the stock of 
the Lake Erie and Western railroad 
was at a low figure; but after the pur­ 
chase the stock acquired a good figure 
on th emarket, and may remain so as 
long as the road remains under th e 
Vanderbilt control. But its higher val­ 
ue Is due to purely artificial condi­ 
tions.
